Eligibility 



1. The LS A Computer facilities, 
which arc located on the fourth floor of the 
Law library, are for the exclusive use of 
McGill Law students and researchers.

2. All users must purchase a “User 
Card”. These are available at the Bookstore 
or from the Library, and cost ten dollars a 
semester (twenty dollars for graduate stu- 
dents). These cards help cover the cost of 
maintenance and supplies. 



Use of the Computers 

3. A red AED/LSA plaque must be 
clearly visible whenever a computer is in 
use. These plaques are available from the 
reserve librarian, upon presentation of a 
“User Card” and a valid McGill I.D. 

4. Software packages are available 
from the reserve librarian. These should be 
borrowed when presenting one’s “User 
Card” to obtain the red LSA/AED plaque 
for the front of the computer being used. 

All software and plaques must be returned 
before leaving the library. 

5. Users may sign up (at the Law 
library) in advance for up to two hours of 
computer time per day. When the ma- 
chines have not been reserved, use is on a 
first-come, first-served basis.

These WordPerfect system disks need no 
longer be started from DOS. Users can sim- 
ply insert the WordPerfect system disk ( 
labelled as: “DOS 3.2 / WP 4.2 / System) in 
Drive A, and their own file disk in Drive B, 
turn on the machine, and enter the date and 
time as usual. The new software will then 
boot itself. There is no longer any need to 
turn on the machine with the DOS disk first. 
(The DOS disk is nevertheless included in all 
software packages for those who understand 
and wish to use its functions.) Users of the 
new English WordPerfect 4.2 will then be 
asked to enter a “user name.” Just enter any 
name, but try to use the same three letters 
always. (For the technically minded, the new 



system keeps working files on the user’s 
disk, and keeps track of them by this name) 
If WordPerfect asks if any other programs 
are running at the same time, answer “no.” 
Users are advised to always exit the 
WordPerfect system properly (via F7) to 
avoid future difficulties. 

The French versions of WordPerfect (“Mot 
Parfait”?) have not changed, except that 
they are now autobooting as well. 

The Computer Committee is authorized by 
WordPerfect to make only a limited num- 
ber of copies of the system program. Users 
are reminded that no unauthorized repro- 
ductions of the program may be made. 

A Final Word 

Computing facilities is a privilege that the 
Law students use and enjoy frequently. The 
machines are extremely expensive to ac- 
quire and maintain, however, and should 
not be taken for granted. Please treat them 
with care and please treat the rules with 
respect. It is amazing how fast a privilege 
like this can disappear through a want of 
care or responsibility. 

Should there be any questions, please do 
not bother the library staff. The members of 
the Computer Committee are available to 
answer any questions, or help solve prob- 
lems (computer problems only).

U.s. judge won't allow lawyer 
to use Ms. 

(New York Times, July 14th, 1988.) 

A 73-year-old federal judge has told a lawyer 
that he does not allow anyone to “use that 
Ms.” in his courtroom , ordered her to use her 
married name or go to jail, and found her col- 
leage in contempt for protesting. A few days 
afterward, in the courtroom, he asked if he 
could call her “sweetie.” 

“Do what I tell you or you’re going to sleep 
in the county jail tonight,” the judge,, Hubert 
I. Teitelbaum, told the lawyer, Barbara Wol- 
vovitz. “You can’t tell me how to run my 
courtroom.” 

The judge told Ms. Wolvovitz, 36-year-old, 
whose husband, Jules Lobel, is a University 
of Pittsburgh law professor, that she must go 
by the name Mrs. Lobel in his courtroom. 

When her co-counsel, Jon Pushinsky, pro- 
tested, Judge Teitelbaum found him in con- 
tempt of court for “officious intermeddling” 
and gave him a suspended sentence of 30 
days in jail. He later retreated. 



Judge Teitelbaum told Ms. Wolvovitz last 
Friday that Mrs. Lobel is her legal name 
“under the laws of the state of Pennsylvania.” 

“And that’s what I want you to be, to call 
yourself from here on in this courtroom,” he 
said. “That’s an intolerable kind of thing.” 

The judge asserted that a married woman 
must petition the Common Pleas Court for 
permission to use her maiden name. The 
Pennsylvania Family Law Practice and Pro- 
cedure Handbook says no legal proceedings 
are required if a woman chooses to use her 
maiden name. 

“What if I call you sweetie?” Judge Teitel- 
baum, a former United States Attorney who 
was appointed to the Federal bench by Presi- 
dent Nixon in 1970, said when the trial re- 
sumed Monday. 

She began to answer what she would prefer 
when he interjected, “I’ll just refer to you as 
counselor.” 

The trial began June 23, but the issue of 
“Ms.” in Judge Teitelbaum’s court never 
arose before Friday. 



Ms. Wolvovitz said she would not dccid 
whether to file a complaint against the judg 
until after the jury reaches a verdict in th 
i ase. It began deliberating Wednesday. 

According to the American Bar Association 
Ms. Wolvovitz could file a complaint will 
the United States Court of Appeals for th< 
Third Circuit, in Philadelphia. The chie 
judge could handle the matter himself or tab 
it up before the circuit council, which coulc 
then decide to publicly or privately admon 
ish him , according to Ernest Zavodnyk of th< 
bar association’s judicial administration di 
vision in Chicago. 

“I never thought he was such a Neanderthal,’ 
said the president of the National Organiza- 
tion for Women, Molly Yard, who lives ir 
Pittsburgh and is familiar with Judge Teitel- 
baum. “I can’t understand how anybody 
who’s bright enough to be on Federal court 
can make such an error in judgment.” 

She said she would get in touch with the 
organization’s southwestern Pennsylvania 

council to look into the incident.
